TARIFFS

ARE TARIFFS A MENACE TO INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS? Are they 
a cause of our present economic ills or will they bring prosperity? 
Do tariffs foster native industries? Will they prevent dumping? 
Will a tariff raise. the standard of living of a nation? Should 
America continue to cling to its protectionist policy? These and 
other questions are discussed in the books which follow. 

In choosing readable, up-to-date books attention has been centered 
on the tariff as a problem, rather than on the specific tariff issues of 
any one country. This accounts for the omission of such a notable 
book as F. W. Taussig’s Tariff history of the United States (8th ed. 
1931. Putnam. $3) 

The most authoritative and concisely stated arguments for and 
against free trade and protection are found in such outstanding books 
on economics as Taussig’s Principles of economics and Slichter’s 
Modern economic society. 

In America looks abroad, Paul M. Mazur, eminent banker, faces 
the complex trade situation in which America and Europe find them- 
selves, and the dangers which may ensue if nations continue to hide 
their heads in the sand. 

While the book Tariffs, the case examined, by Sir William Bev- 
eridge and other economists, was prepared with the special needs of 
Great Britain in mind, it is the clearest, most thoroughgoing current 
analysis of the tariff problem. The entire weight of its opinion is 
opposed to the tariff as a solution of economic difficulties.

ARTICLES IN PERIODICALS 


That excessive tariffs are among the causes of the financial crisis 
and the economic depression is the opinion of many economists and 
students writing on the problem today. This attitude is to be observed 
in various magazine articles on the subject. 

Slichter, Harvard professor of business economics, and author of 
Modern economic society, discusses in a practical way the effect of 
high tariffs upon the international economic structure. 

Flanders, a mechanical engineer, while not upholding our present 
tariff, challenges the impregnability of the free-trade doctrine, and 
advocates concentrating our attention upon our own American 
problem. 

Mazur, on the other hand, just before final action was taken on the 
1930 tariff bill, wrote on the tragedy of the tariff, saying that “our 
self-interest, our national pride and our moral sense call for a larger 
view, more consonant with the international character of modern 
trade and government.” 

Sir Arthur Salter, in considering not only the British attitude 
toward free-trade and protection but also the general world position 
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during the last few years, states it is “inevitable that the inequality 
between different tariff systems should be diminished.” 

Several articles in the Annals of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science for July, 1931, are pertinent to the tariff question. 
Paish, noted English economist, deplores the closing of the world’s 
trade gates at the present time particularly, and claims that prosperity 
can come only if the world is opened to production and to trade. 
Willis takes up our future tariff policy, and Mertens and Hauser pre- 
sent opposing viewpoints on the most-favored-nation policy.
